WEATHER IDEAL 


SOME BIG CROPS 

The weather conditions prevailing 
during the past twenty days could 
not have been improved upon from 
the ‘point of view of the farmer and 
thresher, and other ten days of the 
same kind of weather would practi- 
cally clean up the threshing in the 
district. 

Farmers in this district have been 
more fortunate during the ‘present 
week than in other parts of the 
west. In Manitoba 5 inches of 
snow fell, and even as near as 
Langdon there was an inch of snow 
on the ground on Monday morning 
of this week. 

Grain is coming into the local ele- 
vators now in fairly good quantity 
though the big rush is not expected 
until threshing is completed, and 
more teams released, Up to date 
the Albesta Pacific Elevator has re- 

pre bushels, the Imperial 
5000, and the Export 29,000. Four 
cars have been loaded direet from 
the wagons, 

We have reports of a number of 
yields though they are not detailed: 

Mr. E. E, Thompson's crop aver- 
aged oats 60. wheat 25, barley 40; 
Mr. N. S. Hays, near Keoma, 
averaged over 100 per acre on 4o 
acres of oats, and 50 bushels per 
acre on 17 acres of barley; Mr. J.A. 
Walters, 7 miles north and 1 mile 
west of Strathmore, had 100 acres 
of wheat averaging 35 bushels and 
grading No. 2; Mr. G. D. Dewitt; 
2 miles northeast, on 29 acres of 
oats averaged 103 bushels per acre, 
his barley 50 and his wheat 27; Mr. 
J. H. Miner, between Strathmore 
and Cheadle, had a crop of oats 
averaging 108 bushels to the acre, 
Mr. Goffrier, 4 miles northeast, av- 
aged 80 bushels of oats over 130 
acres; Mr. F. W. Logan, 7 miles 
northeast of town, averayed 20 bus. 
of flax on 25 acres, and got 4ooo 
bushels of oats off 42 acres, weigh- 
ing 44 lbs to the busnel; Mr 
Damen, also north of town, got 
2000 bushels off 100 acres of flax, 
which averages 20 bus. per acre; 

Mr. Chas. Falkner averaged 25 
bushels wheat and 30 barley.

Text of the Lesson, Mark vill, 11-26. 
Memory Verses, 14, 15—Goilden Text 
dyoha vill, 12 (RV )—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Having again crossed the sea after 
He had fed the 4,000, the Pharisees 
and Sadducees came to Him, tempting 
Him and asking Him to show them a 
sign from heaven, 
a wicked and adulterous generation 
and sald that no sign would be given 
unto them, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonas (verses 11, 12; Matt. xvi, 1-4). 
This was his second reference to 
Jonah. On the former occasion. He 
spoke of his experience jn the belly 
of the fish aad said that so He wo 
be three days and three nights In 
heart of the earth (Matt. xii, 12-40)* 
The Pharisees believed in angels, 
Spirits and the resurrection, but were 
Gevetlie cay? ga hypocrites, 

refous an: 'd their w 
herein elr works to be 

The Sadducees did not believe in 
the resurrection (Mark xii, 18). His 
Spirit was erieved because of them, 
80 He left them and again went across - 
the sea With His disciples, having only 
one loaf in the boat with them, for 
the disciples forgot to take bread as 
He charged them to take heed and 
beware of the leaven of the Pharisees 
and of the Sadducees and of Herod. 
They thought that he was referring 
to their forgetfulness in the matter of 
bread. What a Suggestive teason for 
us who are apt to think more of the 
health of the body than of the heaith 
of the soul, careful concerning what 
we eat and drink, but recelving the 
most poisonous things for our minds 
In the-way of doctrine and from the 
daily papers and magazines. How 
they could jhink that lack of bread 
would be at all perplexing to Him 
whom they had seen feed 5,000 and 
4,000 with a few loaves and fishes 
seems Indeed strange, and we do hot 
wonder that He veminded them of 
these events and sald: Having eyre 
see ye not? And, having ears, hear 
ye not? And do ye not remember? 
How Is it that ve do not understand? 
(Verses 17-21; Matt. xy, 8-12). When 
He said plainly, 1 Spake not to you 
concerning bread, then they under. 
stood that He referred to the doctrine 
of the Pharisees and of the. Saddu- 
cees. 

In addition to what we said above 
concerning these two classes of peo- 
ple, it might he added that the Phar- 
isees denied any necessity for Christ's 
first coming, and the Sadducees dented 
His second coming, saying there is no 
resurrection, neither. angel nor spirit, 
nor future rewards and punishments 
(Acts xxitl, 8). The leaven of Herod 
Suggests worldiness in every form, 
with @ bit of religion, for Herod feared 
John the Baptist and observed him, 
things but kept right 
on tn gin and would rather please ain- 
ners than do what he knew to be 
right (Mark vi, 20, 26). Let me again 
emphasize what I fArmly belleve—that 
there is no place tn the Bible where 
leaven ever means anything good, and 
therefore to speak of anything good 
as the leaven working is altogether 
unscriptural, It ts easily so seen in 
our lesson; ‘n the Passover story of 
Ex. xii, In the sacrifice of Lev. fi, 
11; in the thanksgiving offering of 
Ley. vil, 12, 13; Amos 4, 6, where they 
were told that to offer leaven was just 
like them, and tn I Cor, v, 6-8. 

Those who think that our Lord 
ineant something good when He sald 
“The Kingdom of Heaven {s like unto 
leaven which a woman took and hid 
in three measures of meal till the 
whole was leavened” (Matt. xill, 33), 
should study carefully the four para- 
bles of which this Is the last and note 
that our Lord was speaking not of 
the kingdom when {t shall have come 
but of this vrasent age of the myster- 
les of the kingdom (Matt. xifl, 11), 
while He ani it are both rejected and 
the church 's being gathered. Not 
one of the four parables gives any en- 
couragément to look for a converted 
world !n this age, and the story of the 
leaven teaches that the woman, the 
professing church, will thoroughly 
Let any one con- 
sider the Sunday topics of the mafor- 
ity of preachers of the present day 
and then say whether the people are 
getting pure water from the founta'n 
of life or something from the preach.

The Farmers of Central Alberta are 
Securing Big Returns From 
Mixed Farming 


Mr. J. L. Porte, Publicity Commis- 
sioner for Central Alberta in the 
course of an interview given in the 
Globe during the Toronto Exhibition, 
aid: 

“While Central Alberta can and 
does produce splendid crops of 
wheat, aggregating millions of bushels 
annually, the conditions are peculiar- 
Jofavorable to mixed farming, and 


~ . is the advantages in this direction 


that render the district more desir- 
‘able than other portions of the west 
and that have led our farmers into 
the saner ways of doing things. It 
is generally recognized by our farmers 
that where conditions are so favorable 
for growing grain, hay, roots and 
vegetables, for the production of fod- 
der crops, and for the cheap handling 
of cattle, all on the same farm, better 
results can be obtained from mixed 
farming, under which the quality of 
the land improves, than that of ex- 
elusive wheat-growing, under which 
the land must inevitably deteriorate. 
| “In the case of cattle, it is contend: 
ed by our farmers that beef can be 
Tralsed at less expense in Central Al- 
berta than almost any other part of 
\Canada. Mr. E. B. Snider of Daysland, 
\who settled there from South Dakota, 
for several years has had from fifty 
to one hundred head of cattle and 
jmade a profit on every animal. He 
Moes not stable them at all, letting 
‘them eat in the winter around the oat 
stacks, and he finds that in this way 
he has very little expense in fatten- 
ing. 
Dairying Making Men Rich 

“As regards dairying, it 1s no less 
profitable, and | can give you a num- 
ber of instances of where farmers 
jhave mado a good thing out of it. 
‘Enquiry at the principal dairies in 
Edmonton showed that the average 
price for butter during the year was 
twenty-seven and three-quarter cents 
per pound. For January the average 
Was thirty-one cents, and for Febru- 
ary thirty-three cents. Mr, E, 
Sevigny of St. Albert during the year 
delivered eleven thousand five bun- 
dred and fifteen pounds of cream, for 
which he received $970.42. He kept 
at that time only twelve cows, which 
means he made a profit of $80.87 per 
cow. Mr. George Wilkerson, near Le 
duc, received altogether $2,143 for 
twenty-five thousand four hundred 
and eighty-seven pounds of milk ship- 
ped. This was the product of forty 
cows and meant an average of $8.41 
‘per hundred pounds. Mr. A. J. Davis 
of Cherry Hill Farm at Clover Bar 
delivered one hundred and fifty thou- 
eand eight hundred and forty-nine 
pounds of milk to the Edmonton 
Dairy, for which he received $2,820, 
He obtained an average for the year 
of $120.50 from each cow. 

Money in Hogs and Sheep 

“Hog-raising, as a result of the 
dairying, is profitable, and more far- 
mers every year are getting into pork 
production, Corn is not a successful 
crop in our section, but the farmers 
find barley a good substitute, and as 
prices for bacon remain high the year 
round there is a good margin left for 
the producer. Sheep are not raised 
extensively in our district, although 
every condition is there to make them 
profitable. Those who have gone into 
this brand of live stock husbandry 
have invariably been successful. The 
prices for mutton and woo! are most 


| 


attractive. Mr. b. A. Walker, in Strath- 
cona district, formerly of Brant coun- 
ty, Ontario, is one of a number 
who are making well out of sheep. 
Mr. George F. Root of Red Deer, for- 
merly of Iowa, brought over 2,625 
lambs from Montana in October, These 
animals were in the worst possible 
condition, having been starved all sum- 
mer in Montana. Notwithstanding 
this, however, Mr, Root's entire loss 
during the winter amounted to only 
nineteen head, 
Poultry Pays 

“Poultry-raising is advancing by 
leaps and bounds in our portion of 
Alberta, Those who have been mak- 
ing a specialty of poultry declare they 
can raise heavier birds at less ex- 
pense than elsewhere, and with rea- 


sonable cure they get satisfactory 
results in the way of eggs. The 
market for poultry and eggs is 


practically unlimited, and prices rule 
veyy high. Dressed poultry is readily 
BSaleable at from fourteen to twenty 
cents per pound, and eggs bring from 
twenty to sixty cents per dozen, 
though the market usually touches the 
lower figure for only a brief period, 
The railway companies report that more 
than 200 carloads of poultry products 
were shipped into Alberta in 1910, 

“The opportunities for making 
money in poultry are no greater than 
in the other lines of mixed farming 
to which our farmers have now turn- 
ed, and which is, in fact, the very 
secret of their continued prosperity.

|A Saskatchcwan Man Who Farms 


Wisely—Iintensive Agricul- 
ture is Coming 
That mixed farming in Western 
Cana¢a pays is the text of an article 
in a recent number of “The Domin- 


| fon.” In proof thereof the writer gives 


the following instance among others: 

“There’s Ertman Tonn who bought 
a section of prairie land up in Central 
Saskatchewan, near my place, a while 
ago. At the same time he also took 
a homestead. Now he’s in both kinds 
of farming. Last year’s crop wh'ch 
he sold in October, brought him $4, 
700.00—his wheat and oats off 300 
acres. But he also raised stock, includ 
ing horses, hogs and cattle that were 
worth at least $8,000.00. That man 
would not take $30,000.00 for his 800 
acres.” 

Speaking of intensive farming in 
England he said: 

“I think that in a great many ways 
they do things better in the Old Coun 
try, where the population is heavier 
and where the average farmer has to 
be content to get along with less land. 
They farm more intensively over 
there. In fact they tell me that many 
farmers over there produce as much 
in dollars ana cents from ten acres 
as some of our farmers can get here 
out of a whole quarter section, I won- 
der if the average farmer realizes that 
some of the richest farms in Western 
Canada—the farms that produce the 


| striking results in dollars and cents— 


are striking examples of the most pro- 
ductive soil in the Dominion being 
used most unscientifically, Science 
will get its turn, however, as this land 
becomes more valuable, Instead of 
the comparatively small number of 
large farms which we have at present 
we are going to have a multitude of 
little ones.”
